•nd four others, Dranow was convicted of 
the conspiracy which primarily involved 
the Sun Valley Development Corporation, a 
Florida land organization. 


The union funds were illegally acquired 


through application for loans "by means of 
fait* and fraudulent pretenses," according 


to the government indictment which fur- 
ther charged that Hoffa secretly owned 45 
per cent of Sun Valley. Hoffa then used 
his influence on the union fund trustees to 
get the loans. The recipients of the loans 
kicked back money for Hoffa and the oth- 
er*, according to the charges of which they 
were convicted.

get of a personal vendetta conducted by 
Attorney General Robert Kennedy hardly 
seems to be important any more.

The New Rubbish Collection Program 


Starting Monday, residents of Appleton 


can look forward to an accelerated rubbish 
collection program being put into effect 
by the Sanitation Division of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works.

lected once every two weeks from each 
household.

The shift from once-a-month to bi-week- 


ly rubbish collections is likely to pose some

dents for cooperation and patience during 
the transitional period. Existing garbage 
collection schedules may be slightly modi- 
fied in some cases with a minimum of in- 
convenience to the householder.

Then if there are any questions, con- 
tact city officials.

Can She Bake a Cherry Pie? 


About thirty million pounds of sour red 


cherries are in the process of being har- 
vested in Door County But the big harvest 
Is a mixed blessing to cherry growers since 
the price goes down as the volume goes 
up. In some cases, the amount expected to 
be received from the cherries isn't enough 
to pay the costs of picking and packing. 


The bright red cherries have been one 


of Door County's trademarks for years but 
the market for the fruit is limited. A meet- 
Ing of growers with state experts last week 
brought out the fact that many of the or- 
chards are operating inefficiently as far as 
the number of pounds of cherries per tree 
Is concerned. Experiments have shown that 
with proper care, trees and therefore acre- 
age can give a much greater yield than the 
present average. Newly developed auto- 
matic equipment, 
including mechanical 


pickers, can also contribute to more effi- 
cient operations in the future. 


But a major problem for cherry grow- 


ers it marketing. In recent years there 
have been greater efforts made to promote 
the fruit in Door County itself through the 
sales of cherry juice at roadside stands and 
the serving of cherry pie at many restaur- 
ants. So far however, the number of uses 
for the cherries is limited.

There is probably no more satis- 
fying dessert than a good cherry pie, 
served with a slice of aged cheese. But too 
many cherry pie-makers in Door County 
are doing a disservice to the product as 
well as to their customers by adding tapi- 
oca or custard to the filling or turning 
out an indifferent crust. If old-fashioned 
pie-making becomes a lost art in these 
days of packaged mixes, Door County's 
red cherries are in for a doubtful future.

three years ago. But it is 
worth examination, neverthe- 
less. 


One of the difficulties in as- 


sessing the matter is the fact 
that the tests of preference of 
the Wisconsin voter are clum- 
sy and uncertain at best. For 
one thing, the history of Wis- 
consin elections shows abun- 
dantly that Democrats tend to 
come Hito Republican presi- 
dential primaries to dilute or 
distort the wishes of the regu- 
lar Republican voters. 


But if it is assumed that 


Sen. Goldwater had filed as a 
candidate in the Wisconsin pri- 
mary 
election last 
spring, 


would he have won the dele- 
gate support that he was given 
at San Francisco when Rep. 
Byrnes released the delegates 
nominally pledged to him. 


PROBABLY 


It seems fair to say, with 


the advantage of a hindsight 
view of event*, that he would 
have won a majority of the 
Wisconsin 30 vote delegation. 


When the time for filing in 


the Wisconsin primary arrived 
in late winter, Sen. 
Goldwa- 


ter's major and only impor- 
tant rival for the ticket lead- 
ership of his party was Gov. 
Rockefeller of New York. Put- 
ting aside the fact that the 
governor never showed any 
real desire to enter the Wis- 
consin primary and that he 
consented willingly enough to 
the compact with Goldwater to 
detour Wisconsin in deference 


to the favorite son device, 
there is nothing to show that 
he would have performed bet- 
ter here than in some of the 
other primaries where his ar- 
dent hopes were smashed. His 
marital record turned out to 
be an insuperable obstacle. If 
H is assumed that the WlKon. 
sin Republican voter tends to 
be somewhat more conserva- 
tive in his views than those of 
New Hampshire and Oregon, 
to dte two relevant examples, 
he probably would have run 
less well against Goldwater 
here. 


As the convention turned 


out. the main challenge to 
Goldwater came from Gov. 
Scranton, tardy and ill-man- 
aged as it was. But Gov. 
Scranton was telling all and 
sundry at the time of the Wis- 
consin filing deadline that he 
was not a candidate and would 
not be a candidate. His reluc- 
tant decision later was to fill 
the vacuum created by the 
failure of 
Rockefeller 
and 


Lodge. Nor would Lodge, tak- 
ing his statements at their 
face value, have figured in a 
Wisconsin vote test. 


NOT UNANIMOUS* 


The record of Wisconsin par- 


ticipation in the 1964 Republi- 
can 
nomination 
must also 


show, in an objective histori- 
cal account, that the Wiscon- 
sin delegation at San Francis- 
co was not unanimously favor- 
able to Goldwater when Rep. 
Byrnes announced his delega- 
tion's release after three days 
of reflection including person- 
al consultations with the can- 
didates. The vote was 26 to 4 
on the first straw ballot. It 
seemed likely to this corres- 
pondent at least, as he talked 
with delegates at the scene, 
that the minority might have 
been fattened a little if there 
had been any confidence in the 
seriousness of Scranton as a 
candidate or his prospects. 


The decision to cast a unani- 


mous ballot for Goldwater was 
taken because even the doubt- 
ers agreed that the Scranton 
campaign was hopeless and in 
the interest-; of a Wisconsin 
party campaign for the gover- 
norship arid other important 
offices of maximum unity and 
effectiveness. That such a con- 
clusion harmonized with the 
consensus of Republican rank 
and file opinion in Wisconsin 
is a reasonable deduction from 
the circumstances.
